logg's attack, Senator Lewis of Illi- 
nois, democratic whip, introduced a 
resolution 
proposing

ownership of telegraphs, -telephones, 
ships and railroads and other public 
utilities. 
"It demonstrates beyond all ques- 


tion that there never was a war nec- 
essity," Senator Kellogg said, " of 
the .taking over of the cables, and, 
in my opinion, it is part of a plan 
to fasten or. this' country govern- 
ment ownership of telegraph, tele- 
phone and'cable lines." 


Senator Cummins, of Iowa, asked 


whether the plan of the president 
to visit Europe might not present 
an emergency that had something 
•to do with the assumption of the 
cable lines. 


"I cannot see," Senator | Kellogg 


replied,' "how the president's 
visit 


can in any way have made an ex- 
cuse for taking over th'e cable lines.

In a sighed statement today Stafe 


Superintendent C. P. Gary charges 
the "'Prussianizing of American Edu- 
cation." He quotes extensively frora 
German authorities to .show that the 
system of education in Wisconsin at 
the present time has the ear marks 
of the German plan. 
He says that 


the children of the laboring classes, 
who constitute ^bout 00 per cent of 
tho people in Germany, get no high 
school education. 
The exceptions, 


possibly one in 500 in the cities, are 
so rare as to prove the rule. 


"A prominent city superintendent 


in Wisconsin said to me a few days 
ago, 'The continuation school aS> it 
is nov developing in Wisconsin is a 
fraud,"' declarer Mv. Gary. "The 
laboring people are led to believe 
that they can take their children out 
of the public school where they are 
getting all-day instruction and at 14 
years of age put them to work so 
that they may be earning-money and 
at the same time have them get all 
the schooling they need in the part- 
time .school." 
He added that he 


con-Id see1 that the idea was spread- 
ing rapidly in his ?ity that children 
did not need more schooling than 
they could get in the first eight 
grades together with, a degree of 
skill in some form of work in a -shop 
or factory. 
It will be observed that 


this is precisely the caste idea in 
education as found in Germany. 


"What, .do I mean by Prussianizing 


our education? 
I mean primarily

(1} a subtle, even if -uncon- 


scious, attempt to use thec hildren 
of the laboring, people, including 
farmers, as-cogs in a-machine; an 
attempt to follow 'the lead of the 
caste system in Germany, a system 
which defrauds children of an oppor: 
tunity for secondary education and 
practically dooms nine-tenths of the 
people to be and to remain hewers, 
of wood and drawers of water; .(2), 
a division, of the school system into 
•tw parts, each striving for. financial 
support' and developing rivalries of 
a pernicious kind. 
It 
should be 


noted -that in Prussia there is no ri- 
valry between the two systems, fo(r, 
everybody who counts concedes that 
when the children >of the common 
people finish the ''common school 
there is nothing more for them but 
toil and the army. There is no good 
reason why school men, should direct 
the continuation schools in a country 
like Pnussia, for the more'aspiratibn 
the laboring people have the worst 
off they-are. May such never be tb,e.

Wisconsin was one of the first states to have an effective 


railroad regulation law and a railroad commission. After much 
consideration it was decided to make the commission appointive 
instead of elective.- This, on the theory that the governor would 
be able to s«ect a body of experts better than the people could. 
In theory the law may be right. The first commission was a 
body of high minded experts. 
The governor made appoint- 


ments for the best interests of the p«ople. B. H. Meyer, Hal- 
ford Erickson and John Barnes had the spirit to serve and they 
had back of them a state administration with high ideals of pub- 


lic service. 
- 
' 


The railroads had bitterly fought the law. They had op- 


posed regulation. But when regulation came they recognized 
it had come to stay.. Then they changed their tactics and went 
out to -et the commission. When regulation of public utilities 
was placed under the jurisdiction of the commission they united 
with the railroads to secure a favorable commission. 
John 


Barnes was induced to go on to the supreme bench and then in- 
duced to go with a great life insurance company. B. H. Meyer 
was promoted to the interstate commerce commission where he 
has continued to serve the public with honor. Half ord Erickson 
was tempted to leave the commission for a-more remunerative 
employment with private companies. John Roemer who suc- 
ceeded John Barnes was likewise taken care of. David Harlowe, 
a friend ot-the common people succeeding Meyer was kicked out. 


\nd through the transfers and manipulations the railroads 


and public utilities have come into their own. The influences 
behind the selection of Carl Jackson and John S. Allen are jell 
Lr.own. These two constitute control of the commission. ""—' 
control is exercised no longer in the public interest. 


AVhat is the remedy? 
Let us face the truth and have done with the old efficiency 


argument once and for all. What is efficiency without desire to 
serve the people? It is the shell' without substance. What is 
efficiency without honesty? It is more damnable than inefficiency 
with dishonesty. 


The argument thr.t judges should be appointed because the 


people were not competent to select able men has been exploded. 
What the people want is riot only able men but men responsive 
to the welfare of the people. Elective courts have far more con- 
fidence of the people than appointive courts. 


The federal courts are not only less able than the state 


courts but they are distrusted and hated for their autocratic and 
irresponsible methods. They should be elected instead of being- 
appointed as a political favor. 


But back to the subject. 
There is a general voice of dis- 


trust, of the present railroad commission of Wisconsin. 


The next legislature should immediately provide for an 


elective commission. 


And if Messrs. Jackson, Allen and Trumbower feel that our 


criticism of them is unjust we invite them to join with us in 
working for an elective commission. Then they can stand as 
candidates before the people to succeed themselves.

Our algae is not a newcomer to 


Wisconsin,'nor it is confined at all 
to"T,ake Monona, but if left in its 
native waters,, undisturbed, it is 
odorless unless overheated. 


Our troubles come fropi several 


causes—low water, no currant, 'tfie 
waves and park employes leaving the 
weeds and algae on the edge of the 
beach, where they are boiled and 
stewed in tho sun, and an artificial 
bar and shoal within the bar created 
when the retaining sewer was laid 
along the lake-shore, and the earth 
not needed for 'covering the pipes 
left out between the lake and the 
trench. 


The cure proposed is less costly 


than any'yet offered, and will be an 
added asset'to the city in furnishing 
a much needed park improvement in 
place of a musnicipal disgrace. 


And if the-cit-y could lay the pipe- 


iue along the waterfront there cr.n 
ae no question of its. ownership of 
the stretch in question, and of its 
right to use it io*' any .public pur- 
pose. '

What I nropose is the elimination 


of the shallows from Brittingham 
park to the Starkweather bridge by 
building a concrete seawall at about

ropes, at the fqot of each street. 
TheSe street beaches, in addition to 
furnishing a place for the children 
to wade and bathe, would make land- 
ing places where people could draw 
their rowboats and canoe.s out of the 
reach of the waves, and so, add to the 
present 'boating facilities' afforded— 
and appreciated—of the bay at Brit- 
tingham park and along the Yahara. 


As a proof,that the algae is not a 


result of sewerage I have, only to 
mention that Nicolett was led to 
think he was approaching the West- 
ern ocean because his Indian guides 
told him he was approaching the 
"Land, of the Stinking Waters '— 
which was the same name the East- 
ern Indians gave" to the sea-coast— 
and the further fact that the springs 
at the fish hatchery are full of algae 
this year, and have no odor, because 
the pools are shaded and there are 
no waves there high enough to drive 
;he algae over the cement walls of 
ihe pools. 
This project, with the addition of 


carrying the sewer outlet out into 
the deeper part of the lake, will in- 
sure us clean, clear water along the 
shore at a minimum cost, and add a 
much needed breathing space along 
the no* park-less stretch from Brit- 
tingham psi-k to Lake Front park.
